Lottery Soothes Loss 


The latest attempt to increase revenues without 
raising taxes has taken the forrn of an initiative. !t's 
being referred to as the lottery imitative, but could 
just as accurately be called the social services 
imtiative. [f 800,000 signatures can be found by 
June 28, the initiative will amend the California 
Constitution, Section 19, Article 4, which prohibits a 
lottery system in any form 

This amendment would allow a lottery patterned 
alter those m other states such as New York, but is 
unique in that it would be an “instant win” lottery 
What that means is that Joe Average would buy a 
ticket at the corner store for a buck and then and

Leary-Liddy: Two Sides of a Coin 


When moderator Lick Cable introduced G. Gordon 
Liddy and Timothy Leary last Wednesday mght, he noted 
at both have “the umquely American gilt of being able to 
articulate.’ The gift of articulation is not uniquely 
Amencan. What is umquely American, however, are the 
handsome paychecks Liddy and Leary recesve 
Leary, the counter-culture hero of the 1960s 
Liddy, the Watergate burgiary mastermund, are 
the country with a staged show focusing generally on the 
theme Individual Freedom vs. the Rights of the Stat 
Many have questioned the duo's motives for perform 


and 


ourng 


ing together on thei nationwide tour, saying that they re 
just in it tor the money. In truth, both Liddy and Leary 
have definite belie's and opinions they feel they need to 
express, and they feel a nationwide debate tour is one of 
the best (and most lucrative) avenues of expression ior 
them

and sees himself as a combanation ‘of the | attributes

“There are two views on man, the individuahst and te 
collectivist,” Liddy said. “Man's social nature helps 
maintain order, and his competitive nature insures 
quality.” According to Liddy, the rights of the individual 
should take a tack seat to the common good of the state 

Leary's argument is that the individual is the unit of 
civilization, and that personal freedom is something 
sacred. “As a boy, my models were Huck Finn and Tom 
Sawyer,” Leary said, explaining that his basic motive ia to 
“have a good time out of life.” 

Philosophy iwn't the only issue on which these two 
disagree. Their opinions are 180 degrees apart on 
everything from method of presentation to style of dress 
When Tom Wolte worked to resurrect “New Journalism 
back in the early ‘60s, he brought some new termis with 
hum.
